MESSAGE TO EMPEROR 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


President Roosevelt has released the 
text of his message to the Emperor of 
Japan, which was regarded here as an 
attempt to get behind the war party 
by a direct appeal to the Emperor. It 
is a lengthy document, in which he 
reviews the situation which has been de- 
veloping for some time in the Far East, 
with special reference to Indo-China. 
President Roosevelt's message said that 
the ag. rx in the Philippines, Dutch 
Indies, Malaya and Thailand could not 
sit down either indefinitely or per- 
manently on a keg of dynamite. 

The message concluded: 1 address 
myself to Your Majesty at this moment 
in the fervent hope that Your Majesty, 
as I am doing, may give thought in 
this definite emergency to ways of dis-

“I am confident that both of us. for 
the sake of the peoples, not only of 
our own great countries, but for the 
sake of humanity in neighbouring terri- 
tory, have a sacred duty to restore 
traditional amity and prevent further 
death and destruction in the world.“

GERMAN COMMENT 


The German Radio made the follow-

WAGES AND PRICES 


The process of rising wages to offset 
rising prices, if started, could go on in- 
definitely until they reached a position 
reached by some European countries 
after the last war—when a worker got 
his wage in the form of a sackful of 
notes, which would not buy him a 
decent meal. 

Reckoned in terms of what it would 
buy, he said, our national iticome was 
declining. The situation, however, 
need not be catastrophic, provided it 
was kept under control, and people with 
only limited resources, but a determin- 
ation to make the most of them by 
united effort, could achieve a standard 
of general well-being of a high order. 


THE NEW FACTORIES 


Mr. Hugh Mooney, president, sub- 
mitting the toast, said that great 
strides had been made in establishing 
factories for the manufacture of 
essential commodities, but it was only 
now they were realising what an asset 
to the country. these new factories 
were. Our farmurs,’’ he said, “had 
answered the call and were supplying 
the country with its bread and butter, 
and our bogs, which were looked upon 
previously as useless, had come to our 
aid and would go a long way towards 
keeping the home fires burning.
